A STATESMAN JUDGE. 


Or, Loudon Tells Some Unpublished 
History of Northwest Rebellion. 


A finely appreciative and illuminat- 
Ing review of the life and work of the 
late Mr. Justice Street: is contributed 
to the current issue of The University 
of Toronto Monthly by ex-President 
Loudon, a life-long friend and ‘asso- 
ciate of the deceased jurist. The ar- 
ticle contains -some very interesting 
references to incidents -in his life 
which have not hitherto. been: given 
ublicity, especially in relation to the 
mportant public services-he perform- 
21 as chairman of the Northwest Half- 
breeds’ Claims Commission’ appointed 
in 1886.. : . . 

The mission of the commission was 
to make lists of persons entitled ‘to 
land grants-in compensation for their 
dispossession at law by the Dominion 
when’ it- assumed. ownership in. -1870. 
The Government -at the: time. of the 
Appointment “of the. commission. was 
not prepared with any. definite: policy 
regarding the plan of allotment, and 
Mr. Street’ was told ‘thatthe commis- 
sioners, must do: the-best they could, 
and if ‘he half-breeds' did not “come 
in. to enter. their’ claims no:blame 
cculd attach to him or his associates 
for their failure... Just at thia ‘june- 
ture, on March 27, 1885, news: arrived 
at Ottawa thatthe) smouldering: dis- 
content among. the “half-breeds. of. the 
Northwest had ‘burst-into: flame, and 
a conflict: had’ taken’ place ‘at Duck 
Lake.
